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‘X-Men: Apocalypse’ pays homage 
to the classic ’90s animated series

]>ruiiDus JlIiu, Jnys H)f Future Past,” and 
HWIIc of^tlt 1 5 iiain characters are 
now We see a reformed Erik Lehnsherr 
(Michael Fassbender) still trying to escape 
the events of the previous film, when his 
attempt to murder President Nixon made 
global news and forced him to become a 
wanted man. Unable to escape his past for 
too long, we see him return to the dark 
path of Magneto. This film spends more 
time on Magneto’s character development 
than any of the others, which makes sense 
given how pivotal his antagonist role was in 
“Days of Future Past.” 

The film was filled with nods to the ’80s, 
from Nightcrawler’s Michael Jackson’s 
“Thriller” jacket to Quicksilver’s come die 
speed scene played to the soundtrack of 
the Eurythmics’ “Sweet Dreams (Are Made 
OfThis).” 


Of all the mutants in this film, Psylocke 
(Olivia Munn) and Jubilee (Lana Condor) 
resemble their ’90s cartoon counterparts 
the most. So does The Blob, but we barely 
get a glimpse of him after Angel (Ben 
Hardy) TKO’s the big guy seconds upon 
showing up in a weird “Fight Club”-esque 
cage battle scene. 

There were quite a few surprises in 
the film, most notable being Weapon X’s 
(Hugh Jackman) cameo and the Phoenix’s 
subtle rising. My only gripe with the film 
is how predictable the outcome of what 
should have been quite a cataclysmic event 
turned out to be. With a title like “X-Men: 
Apocalypse,” I was expecting something 
more ... apocalyptic. 

Overall, “X-Men: Apocalypse” book- 
marks the chapter on one of the team’s 
most powerful foes and leaves us wonder- 
ing what’s in store for the next class of 
the X-Men. Producer Simon Kinberg has 
already confirmed that the next film will 
take place in the ’90s, so here’s hoping for 
a gentle nod to the animated series. Screw 
a gentle nod. I’m hoping for a headbanger. 
It’s the ’90s, grunge is in.

(Johnny Depp), who has descended into an 
even further state of madness. 

As in the original movie, the world of 
Wonderland is exquisitely imagined— so 
vibrant as to almost be touchable. The tea- 
time scenes, with their floral garden 
settings and hazy golden glow, are particu- 
larly memorable. Combined with 3-D effects, 
it makes for a delightful spectacle. 

Beautiful as they may be, though, the 
visuals aren’t quite enough to compensate 
for other rough patches — especially when it 
comes to plot. The Aim’s choppy narrative 
structure feels akin to that of a preternatu- 
rally talented junior-high student writing a 
screenplay for her language arts class, the 
kind of work that would make a teacher 
nod approvingly and ask for a copy to use 
as an example for future classes. It’s shiny, 
sprinkled with little quips about achieving 
the impossible and believing in oneself— en- 
tirely worthy of an eighth grade A. “The only

way to achieve the impossible is to believe 
it is possible,” Alice tells a dubious sailor 
toward the beginning of the movie. Heart- 
warming! 

In a different setting, we might be able 
to overlook the messy plot points and 
inevitable, deus ex machina-esque conclusion 
in favor of those sweet spots. But that kind 
of appeal just doesn’t hold up in a big budget 
movie like ‘Alice.” 

The stellar cast, for its part, makes the 
most out of lackluster material. Wasikowska 
is a pleasantly solemn Alice, which serves as a 


welcome juxtaposition to the bubbly leading 
ladies of Disney tradition. Her subplot as a 
ship captain has a solid feminist backbone— 
one of the film’s high points— if a little too 
optimistically anachronistic for the Victorian 
age. Alan Rickman and Andrew Scott (of 
“Sherlock” fame) also make brief but memo- 
rable cameos as the caterpillar Absolem and 
an insane asylum doctor, respectively Both 
are fabulous and tragically underused, espe- 
cially given the fact that this was Rickman’s 
last-ever film performance. 

Well hey at least it’s pretty to look at.

UPPING YOUR CHICAGO RESTAURANT CRED ONE BITE AT A TIME

T he demand for Rubfs at Maxwell Street Market is so real that 

when Mayor Emanuel stopped by a few years ago to buy tacos, he couldn’t 
find a place to sit down and eat them. “He ordered a squash blossom 
flor de calabaza— taco, and the stand was packed. He had to leave and eat it on 
the street. We felt bad,” said Evelyn Ramirez Landa, daughter of owners Gilberto 
Ramirez and Maria Landa. 


or 


It wasn’t always that way In 1997, they 
opened the stand at the suggestion of 
Ramirez’ mother, Basilisa Diaz, who’d been 
selling produce at the Maxwell Street Market 
since the early 1990s. Though they had no 


restaurant experience, Landa learned to cook 
from her mother and had a wealth of recipes 
including a thick, spicy red mole made from 
toasted ancho, pasilla and guajillo chilies that 
she sold at the stand. Back then, the opera- 


tion didn’t even have a name. 

“People would call us los de mole’ or ‘the 
mole people’ when they were looking for us,” 
Ramirez Landa said. “I remember starting 
to work at the stand when I was ii and it was 
slow enough [that] I could just walk around 
the market and look at stuff Today I’m 30 
and we’re so busy I can’t leave if I want to.” 

The stand didn’t get its name until 2000, 
when Ramirez Landa’s youngest sister, Rubi, 
was born. 

“She’s 16 now, and she just started working 
at the stand,” she said. 

The whole thing is a true family affair. 

On any given Sunday Ramirez can be heard

bellowing “Tes! ^s! ^s!” while wielding a 
scimitar-like carving blade and shaving pork 
al pastor from a charcoal roasting spit. Landa 
and other family members hand-pat fresh 
masa into tortilla rounds and pop them on a 
charcoal-fired grill. 
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I remember starting to work at the stand when I 
was 11 and it was slow enough {that} I could just 
walk around the market and look at stuff.

Meats, veggies and sauces bubble and 
spit in cast-iron pans on the stove. Ramirez 
Landa’s brother Gilberto slices the came 
asada for the steak tacos. 

When I started visiting the stand in 2006, 
you could walk up, order and in about two 
minutes have a quesadilla overflowing with 
gooey chihuahua cheese, an inky black 
huitlacoche-stuffed taco (super-tasty corn 
fungus often called the Mexican tmffle) or 
tacos with mst-colored mole over hunks of 
silky braised pork leg (all $3 each). Fast- 
forward to today and the line is usually about 
45 minutes long. 

“In 2011, Rick Bayless took Andrew Zim- 
mern of Travel Channel’s ‘Bizarre Foods’ 
here, and there have been lines ever since,” 
Ramirez Landa said. 

Tbu might be asking yourself whether or 
not a taco is worth that kind of wait. I asked 
myself the same thing as I stood in line.

Some of the other stands 
had good tortillas, and others had great meat, 
but few had universally well-seasoned meat 
or the super-fresh tortillas of Rubi’s. 

About a week before my most recent visit. 
I’d actually decided I was over corn tortillas. 
Having tasted so many mealy, lukewarm.

around town, I was convinced that though 
I might seem like an amateur, I would only 
eat flour tortillas from now on. But then 
I bit into that thick, hand-patted, smoke- 
perfumed tortilla from Rubi’s and I lost my 
mind. Corn still beats flour, and Rubi’s tacos, 
well, they beat all.

CH Distillery bar director Azrhiel Frost tells 
me that she can dream up a cocktail to suit 
any taste or whim, but I really wouldn’t know 
Every time I go to this West Loop bar and 
distillery, I order the same thing: the Cease 
and Desist. Each sip is an onslaught of smoky, 
spicy and bright citrusy notes that light up 
my palate like a pinball machine. The distinc- 
tive smoke comes from CH’s London dry 
gin, which is infused with lapsang souchong 
tea from Ravenswood’s Rare Tea Cellar 
before it joins ginger syrup, lemon juice and a 
single spherical ice cube. 

Early visitors to CH may recognize this 
drink by another name; opening cocktail- 
menu consultant Kyle Davidson created 
the recipe and called it OxyContin in 2013. 

I remember smirking at the thought— on a 
rough day a good cocktail is a kind of pain- 
killer, no?— but the drug manufacturer didn’t 
see the humor and pegged it as unlicensed 


trademark use, hence the new name. 

No matter what you call it, though, this 
drink won’t be going anywhere anytime soon. 


“No matter how many times I change the 
menu ... the Cease and Desist will always 
remain,” Frost said.

liiDrops’ is worth the 3-year wait 


IVe said this before 
about Chicago rapper 
Joey Purp and I’ll say 
it again: You could put 
all of his Savemoney 
colleagues in a room, 
make them freestyle 
and it’s Purp who’s go- 
ing to have the most 
impressive verse. 

Since the 22-year-old 
artist named Joseph 
Davis came onto the 
scene with his debut 
2012 project, “The Purple Tape,” every guest 
verse and every rhyme (check his Dally Auston 
collab “Do ^Thang” and his mixtape- 
stealing turn on “Surf” highlight “Go”) has 
shown he’s arguably the most technically 
proficient rapper of the bunch, ^s, better 
than Chance the Rapper and better than Vic 
Mensa. 

But as Purp will tell you, being just a great 
technical rapper isn’t the same thing as being 
a fully realized artist. While his previous proj- 
ects, including his fun and loose collaboration 
with rapper Kami as Leather Corduroys in 
“Season,” were some of their respective years’ 
best, they were exciting for their promise 
rather than for being an all-encompassing 
artist statement. “iiiDrops,” Purp’s long-teased 
and just-released mixtape, is that promise 


realized. It’s the project that shows why Purp 
should never have been counted out as his 
friends, such as Chance, Vic andTowkio, shot 
up in fame. It’s a project so good it practically 
guarantees he never will be counted out. 

“iiiDrops” opens with “Morning Sex,” boast- 
ing horn-laden production from OddCouple 
that evokes “The College Dropout”-era Kanye 
West. There, the vintage ’Ye feel doesn’t let up 
as Purp adds supremely resonant emotional 
nuance to wrenching lines like “look in the 
mirror and see myself in my mama’s eyes/If you 
knew what I’ve seen you’ll be traumatized.” 
He’s “been on both sides of the burner,” a life- 
long resident of many Chicago neighborhoods. 
He’s seen trauma, death and joy 

Like Chance dealt with his city’s violence 
on “Paranoia,” so too does Joey with the same 
tact. On mixtape highlight “Cornerstore,” the 
city’s most resonant protest song so far this 
year, he raps: “Chiraq look like the Middle 
East/And white kids deal with problems that 
we never knew to bother/Arguing with they 
dads, we pray we ever knew our fathers.” He 
juxtaposes that with the childhood nostalgia 
of getting Chicago food-delicacy “flamin’ hots 
and cheese from out the cornerstore” and 
finding a gun when he was just looking for his 
remote control car charger. It’s innocence lost, 
a tragically relatable sentiment for so many 
young African-American children in this city 
In 4 minutes and with Saba’s gut-punch of a 


verse, it’s more important than all of Spike 
Lee’s “ChiRaq.” 

On the other side of the spectrum, Purp 
also produces two of the hottest party bangers 
of 2016. There’s “Photobooth,” which hot 
damn has the best beat of 2016 from “Smoke 
Break” producer Garren, whose bass-heavy 
elephant horn-screech goes so incredibly 
hard. There’s also “Girls which has a 

Neptunes-indebted kick drum intro and an 
insanely fun series of verse-trading by Purp and 
Chance. With Chance’s verse, he accomplishes 
something I never thought to hear by rhyming 
“Ta-Nehisi Coates” with “Spottie-Ottie- 
Dope.” It’s brilliant. Along with that verse, all 
the guests complement rather than distract 
from the overall project. Mick Jenkins finds an 
intriguing upper-register, a departure from his 
ice-cold flov^ on “Money and Bitches,” and Vic 
Mensa’s turn on highlight “Wnners Circle” 
makes me insanely excited for whenever he 
drops “Traffic.” 

Purp’s always been a no-nonsense kind of 
artist. When he impressed with his debut, he 
later said he wasn’t that serious about music 
when he made it. While that might have 
seemed shocking at the time, he’s been im- 
proving with every single thing he’s released 
since then. Even though he first teased 
“iiiDrops” in 2013, after listening to this proj- 
ect, it’s clear the wait was worth it. Eor both 
us and Purp.
